As  in  previous  years  my  report  for  195^ 
includes  information  submi+ted  to  the  Divisional  Health  Committ 
and  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

There  have  been  eleven  less  births  and  seven 
more  deaths  than  last  year,  but  very  little  infectious  disease. 
Tv/o  mild  cases  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during 
June  and  July  and  both  recovered  fully.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bollin^on 

Urban  District  Council. 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1956* 

Apart  from  routine  visits,  and  attention  to  complaints,  the  main 
portion  of  the  time  of  your  two  part-time  Inspectors  have  been  devoted  to  meat 
inspection  and  housing. 

As  in  1955)  100^  inspection  of  meat  slaughtered  at  the  two  private 
Slaughterhouses  has  been  achieved.  Although  the  throughput  of  animals  has 
increased  over  that  of  1955)  there  was  an  encouraging  decrease  in  the  incidence 
of  Tuberculosis  and  a generally  improved  quality  of  cattle  becoming  available 
at  the  Livestock  auctions. 

In  the  sphere  of  housing,  increasing  use  has  been  made  of 
Improvement  Grants.  These  grants  have  provided  the  means  whereby  many  houses 
have  been  provided  with  the  amenity  of  a bathroom,  and,  what  is  perhaps  more 
important  in  the  xinsewered  areas  of  the  district,  with  adequate  sewage 
disposal  facilities.  Financial  considerations  have  prevented  progress  in 
two  other  essentail  fields  of  housing  work,  slum  clearance  and  the  repair 
of  cottage  property.  It  is  hoped  that  a move  forward  may  be  possible 
regarding  the  latter,  when  the  Rent  Bill  now  before  Parliament  becomes 
enacted. 

The  section  relating  to  water  supply  has  been  kindly  contributed 
by  the  Engineer  & Surveyor,  Mr.  T.K.Kirkman. 

I am  again  indebted  to  the  Chairman  and  the  individual  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  courtesy  and  consideration  and  to 
Dr.  H.R.  Dugdale,  Mr.  T.K.Kirkman,  Mr.  A.  Clough  and  the  other  officials  for 
their  ready  co-operation  and  assistance  at  all  times.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Tke  Coiancil's  Waterworks  is  in  the  Parish  of  Rainow,  in  the 
Rural  District  of  Macclesfield,  consisting  of  five  "boreholes  in 
millstone  grit,  two  of  which  form  the  chief  source  of  supply. 

' The  whole  of  the  supply  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed 
through  the  service  reservoirs  for  gravitation  supply  to  the  District  <> 

The  CoiAncil's  Consultant  Analysts  have  visited  the  worbsand 
taken  samples  during  the  year.  Seven  samples  were  examined  either 
chemically  or  bacteriologically  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

The  Council  completed  the  Henshall  Road  Estate  during  the  year 
and  21  local  authority  houses  were  connected  to  the  public  supply.  In 
addition  23  new  private  houses  were  also  connected  to  the  public  supply. 

The  Council  continue  to  supply  water  in  bulk  to  parts  of  the 
parishes  of  Rainow  and  Prestbury  in  the  Rural  District  of  Macclesfield. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  majority  of  dwelling  houses  are  connected  to  the  public 
sewers  and  the  treatment  of  sewage  is  undertaken  at  the  Council's  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  at  Lowerhouse. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Improvement  Grant  Scheme  has 
been  the  means  of  enabling  owners  of  houses  in  unsewered  areas  to  enjoy  the 
facilities  of  bathrooms,  flush  sanitation  and  improved  sewage  disposal. 

There  is  little  progress  to  report  on  the  scheme  to  receive  trade 
effluent  from  industrial  undertakings  into  the  public  sewers  and  thus  reduce 
the  gross  pollution  to  the  River  Dean  and  its  tributaries.  Negotiations 
between  the  Council  and  the  Macclesfield  Borough  Council  were  still  in 
progress  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  to  the  conveyance  of  all  the  domestic 
sewage  and  industrial  effluent  from  Bollington  by  trunk  sewer  to  the 
Butley  Works  of  the  Macclesfield  Borough  Council. 

Pinal  agreement  was  reached  with  the  riparian  owners  as  to  the 
re-channelling  of  a portion  of  the  Tinkers  Brook  between  Albert  Road  and 
the  River  Dean.  This  work  was  completed  in  the  early  months  of  the  year 
and  has  been  effective  in  ensuring  an  easier  outfall  for  the  brook  in  times 
of  heavy  rain  a^nd  a consequent  reduction  in  the  risk  of  flooding  to  houses 
in  the  Albert  Road  area.

HOUSING 


No  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  implementation  of  the 
Council's  proposals  for  dealing  with  Substandard  property  in  the  district  which 
were  forwarded  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  & Local  Government  in  August  1955  under 
Section  1 of  the  Housing  Repairs  & Rents  Act  1954*  These  proposals  were  formally 
approved  by  the  Minister  in  January  195^  and  cover  I67  houses  to  be  dealt  with 
over  a 10  year  period, 

IXiring  the  year  the  Council  completed  the  acquisition  by  agreement  of 
Oven  House  Farm.  The  farm  comprises  46.28  acres  and  is  immediately  adjoining  the 
existing  Housing  Estate  at  Bollington  Cross  and  the  Council's  intention  in 
purchasing  was  to  make  available  more  land  for  both  private  and  Council  house 
building.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD  AND  POOD  PREMISES. 

Slaughterhouses » 


The  two  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  have 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  periodo 

In  June  1956»  Council  decided  to  seek  confirmation  of 
new  Byelaws  relating  to  the  Sanitary  conditions  and  management  of  Private 
Slaughterhouses.  The  proposed  Byelaws,  which  follow  the  Model  Byelaws  issued 
hy  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood,  are  intended  to  give  the 
Council  an  adequate  measure  of  control  over  operations  at  this  type  of  premises 
until  new  Regulations  are  made  by  the  Government  under  the  Pood  & Drugs  Set  1938. 
Confirmation  of  the  proposed  Byelaws  by  the  Ministry  was  still  awaited  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  maintenance  of  a 100^  meat  inspection  service  has  made  a 
substantial  drain  on  the  time  of  your  Inspectors.  This  will  be  apparent  by  the 
number  of  visits  made  to  the  two  private  Slaughterhouses,  as  shown  on  the 
previous  table  and  by  the  throughput  of  animals  indicated  on  next  page.

Ice  Cream  Sampling.

General . 

The  details  of  food  premises,  according  to  types  of  business; 
of  registered  premises,  arrangements  for  disposal  of  condemned  food  etc.  as  set 
out  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1953  are  substantially  similar  for  1956 • 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  into  Operation  on  1st. 

January  1956  and  extended  both  the  range  of  premises  subject  to  the  control 
of  Local  Authorities  and  the  scope  of  the  requirements  designed  to  prevent 
risk  of  contamination  of  foodstuffs.  It  had  been  hoped  possible  to 
implement  these  regulations  by 

1.  An  initial  visit  to  all  food  premises  in  the  district,  when  the 
attention  of  the  operators  could  be  drawn  to  the  general  requirements 
of  the  Regulations;  such  round  of  visits  to  be  followed  after  a 
suitable  interval  by 

2.  A second  round  of  visits  when  a specific  List  of  requirements 
necessary  to  secure  compliance  \Tith  the  Regulations  could  be  drafted 
in  respect  of  each  individual  food  premises.

It  is  to  be  regretted  howerer,  that  pressure  of  routine  duties  and 
special  work,  details  of  which  appear  elsewhere  in  the  report,  prerented  the 
achievement  of  even  the  first  stage  of  these  objectives o 

SMOKE  AND  DUST  NUISANCES. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  and  attention  has  been  given  to 
complaints  from  residents  in  the  Princess  Street  area  as  to  unsafisfactory 
conditions  arising  from  experimental  work  \mdertaken  by  the  North  Western 
Gas  Board  at  the  Bollington  Gas  Works.  The  experimental  work  has  centred 
round  the  production  of  carbonised  briquettes  made  from  blended  low-grade 
coals,  and  has  involved  the  handling  of  very  finely  pulverised  coal. 

Evidence  of  this  very  fine  coal  dust  has  been  consistently 
demonstrated  on  exposed  glass  slides  both  inside  and  outside  the  dwelling 
houses  in  Princess  Street,  which  are  mainly  at  a higher  level  and  to  the 
leeward  of  the  Works.  Consultations  with,  and  representations  to  the 
Gas  Board  regarding  this  dissemination  of  dust,  and  also  as  to  noise  and 
smell  nuisances,  have  been  continuous  during  the  year  and  culminated  in  an 
inspection  of  the  Works  by  members  of  the  Health  Committee  at  the 
invitation  of  the  Board  in  November  1956. 

The  Gas  Board  have  made  considerable  efforts  to  mitigate  the 
unsatisfactory  conditions  represented  to  them  by  the  Council  and  substantial 
improvements  have  been  made  to  reduce  both  noise  and  smell.  Despite  the 
fitting  of  additional  equipment,  the  efforts  of  the  Board  to  eliminate  the 
dissemination  of  fine  coal  dust  from  their  works  have  fallen  short  of 
complete  success. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act. 1949 « 

The  Council  has  an  obligation  to  inspect  the  district  for 
infestations  of  rats  and  mice  and  to  carry  out  treatment  for  their 
extermination  on  their  own  properties.  A part-time  Rodent  Operator  is 
employed  for  these  purposes  and  in  addition  he  undertakes  treatment  for 
vermin  at  private  dwelling  houses  free  of  charge  and  at  business  preraisess 
upon  the  request,  and  at  the  expense, of  the  occupiers. 

The  use  of  Warfarin  has  resulted  in  much  more  effective 
control  of  mice  infestations.  Many  householders  have  availed  themselves 
of  this  service  and  seen  the  disappearance  from  their  homes  of  what  had 
come  to  be  regarded  as  an  inevitable  pest.  The  number  of  rat  infestations 
continues  to  be  small,  despite  very  adequate  coverage  of  the  district  in 
survey  work. 
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FACTORIES  ACT.  1937 o 

Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire. 

During  195^  the  Council  issued  one  certificate  under  Section 
34  of  the  Factories  Act  1937  as  to  the  adeciuacy  of  means  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire  in  respect  of  new  factory  premises  in  the  Kerridge  area. 
There  remains  only  one  factory  in  the  district  which  is  not  covered  hy 
a certificate  and  consultations  regarding  these  premises  are  proceeding 
between  the  Surveyor  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  (acting  as  the 
Council’s  authorised  officers)  and  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the 
Cheshire  Fire  Brigade. 

The  majority  of  certificates  covering  Bollington  factories 
were  issued  in  1938  and  it  is  proposed  to  review  these  certificates 
progressively,  as  it  is  thought  that  considerable  alterations  have  been 
made  at  the  factories  concerned  in  the  intervening  years.
